Phillips, shot by one of two men 


on busy Highway 41 just south of 
the Wisconsin state 
reformatory 


Saturday afternoon died yesterday 
in a Green Bay hospital. 


Not one of a dozen witnesses, 


Sheriff Clifford Kellner reported, 
took the license number of the car 
driven by the.two men, and no two- 
agreed as to description of the men 
and their- car except that the men 
were in hunting clothes. 


Phillips lived 14 hours but was 


unable to explain the shooting. 
Neither could his brother, Thomas, 
18, or Hoy Pomeroy, 35, both of De- 
Pere. who were in the car Ralph 
was driving. 


Stayed At Scene 


John Stacy, Green Bay WPA re- 


creational -supervisor, was quoted 
by Kellner as stating that the two 
men lingered at the scene for sev- 
eral minutes until an ambulance 
drove up, then left with the remark, 
"we'H call the sheriff from DeFere." 


Kellner believed Phillips was shot 


by an enraged deer hunter whose 
car Phillips had swideswiped. 


Stanley Olejniczak of Milwaukee, 


another witness, told Kellner the 
car driven by Phillips had clipped 
his fender before it was driven off 
Highway 41 onto a sideroad.

Washington—(3^—The government 


won in the supreme court today in 
its effort to prosecute 
anti-trust 


proceedings 
charging a group of 


corporations, organizations and in- 
dividuals with conspiracy to ~Ex 
milk prices, control the supply and 
suppress competition in the Chicago 
area. 


Chief Justice Hughes delivered 


the opinion in the litigation—one of 
the mafor cases brought by the de- 
partment of justice in its recent 
anti-trust campaign. No dissent was 
announced. 


The chief justice said the agricul- 


tural marketing agreement act ""af- 
lords no ground for construing the 
Sherman act as inapplicable" to 
the charges against the defendants. 


The opinion also expressed the 


same view as to other farm legisla- 
tion enacted since the 1890 Sherman 
act was passed. 


Stock Yard Decision 


In another decision today, the 


Union Stock Yard and Transit com- 
pany of Chicago, operator of the 
largest livestock market in the 
world, was held by the court to be 
subject to regulation by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 


Justice Stone delivered the deci- 


sion that rejected a stock yard pro- 
posal to cancel its charges for load- 
ing and unloading livestock on the 
ground that the L C. C. no longer 
had jurisdiction. No dissent •was an- 
nounced. 


A three-judge 
federal court in 


Northern Uliuois held that tne niter- 
state commerce commission had 
jurisdiction because the stock yard 
services came under the category of 
"transportation." 


The- court also held today that the 


interstate 
commerce commission 


had power to require that the eco- 
nomic interests of employes be pro- 
tected in approving railroad leases.

In the following exclusive article the director of the Gal- 
lup Poll reports what a cross-section of American voters 
consider the most important problems before the United 
States for 1940.

Princeton, N. J.—As the two great political parties take up the discus- 


sion of election platforms lor 1940. a nation-wide survey by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion indicates that there are two issues which 
tower above all others in the public's mind today—the problem of keep- 


ing America out of war, and the problem of giving 
jobs to the jobless. 


There will be many other knotty questions laid on 


the doorstep of Congress next month, and there will 
be dozens of other problems reflected in the party 
platforms when written; but at the present time, it 
can be said that these two issues stand out far above 
all the rest in urgency with the man-in-the-street. 


To see just what national problems are now engag- 


ing the average American on the eve of the 1940 
Presidential campaign, the Institute asked a carefully 
selected cross-section of the adult population in every 
state: "What do you think is the most important prob- 
lem before the American people today?" The Institute 
offered no lists of suggestions. There was no place on 
the questionnaire to draw an easy "X" mark. Thou-

On Shortening the Presidential Campaign 


In view of the fact that Senator 


Vandenberg spoke out before the 
President, it ought to be possible to 
take a non-partisan view of the sug- 
gestion that the national conven- 
tions be held somewhat later than 
usual, and the campaign shortened 
by perhaps a month or six weeks. 
And since Mr. John Hamilton says 
that the Republican National Com- 
mittee has already been considering 
the idea which Mr. Roosevelt has 
now adopted, there must be some- 
thing in it that appeals to the party 
managers on both sides. 


Each party is bound 
to 
ask 


whether it stands to gain or lose by 
shortening the campaign. 


There are certain obvious ad- 


vantages for the Democrats. In all 
probability they are still the ma- 
jority party and their main prob- 
lem, therefore, is to heal their dif- 
ferences and to unite. Now 
by 


bringing the Presidential nomina- 
tions nearer to the local nomina- 
tions, and by bringing both nearer 
to election day, the influence of the 
politicians would tend to displace 
the influence of theorists and ideo- 
logues and ambitious personages. A 
party always becomes more practi- 
cal as it comes nearer to the actual 
voting. The desire to win becomes 
more insistent than the passion for 
ideas. And since it is ideas and tem- 
peraments that divide the Demo- 
crats, their chances of winning will 
be better if their convention is run 
by the practical politicians. 


They also stand to gain by re- 


fraining as long as they can from 
presenting the Republicans with a 
target at which to shoot. For until 
the Republicans know whether they 
have to attack a conservative Demo- 
crat like Mr. Garner or Mr. Hull, or 
an out-and-out New Dealer, or some 
sort of hybrid like Mr. McNutt, they 
will not really know how to mount 
their campaign. The Democrats, on 
the other hand, must naturally con- 
duct a defensive campaign and the 
longer they delay the more they can 
cut and trim their internal differ- 
ences until they find their strongest 
position. 
Delay Also Would Otfer 
Advantages to Republicans 


But delay would also offer ad- 


vantages to the Republicans. Their 
chance to win depends upon capital- 
izing a general discontent with the 
party in power. Therefore, as soon 
as they have to take affirmative de-; 
cjsions by nominating candidates 
and writing a platform, they will be 
in some important degree on the 
defensive. 


It will not be an easy thing for 


the Republican convention to take 
a line -which 
causes enthusiasm'; 


among friends of Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. Nye, Mr. Vandenberg and Mr. i 
Dewey, Mr. Borah and Mr. Wads- j 
worth, ia big business and 'In the i 
farm bloc, among the Eastern hard- j 
money men and retrenchers, as well i 


as the Westerners, who like softer 
money and subsidies. For the fact 
of the matter is that the Republican 
party is more deeply divided than 
is the Democratic party; the thing 
which unites it, namely, a varied 
and often contradictory discontent, 
is less dependable than the thing 
which unites the Democrats, name- 
ly, offices and the desire to con- 
tinue in office. So one can under- 
stand why Republican managers are 
attracted by the idea of postponing 
the time when they must move 
from the negative to the positive, 
and say who is their leader and 
what he stands for. 
Party in Power Has 
Use of Tactical Weapons 


There is still another advantage 


in delay. The party in power, unless 
it is utterly demoralized and beat- 
en before the campaign, like the 
Democrats in 1920 or the Republi- 
cans in 1932, is able to reply to the 
oratory and propaganda of the op- 
position by Execeutive acts. This 
is an immense tactical advantage, 
and it is one of the reasons why, if 
conditions are fairly favorable, the 
party in power tends to stay in 
power. Along with the prestige of 
office it has also the capacity to 
act, while the opposition is merely 
talking. 
Thus, if the Republicans have to 


take a positive position in June, and 
if something in their criticism or 
their proposals seems to be working 
well in their campaign, a resource 
lul Administration can take action 
which disposes of the issue, or con- 
fuses it, or creates a diversion. The 
longer the Republicans can keep 
the Democrats from 
seeing .just 


what kind of issue they have to 
meet, the less will the Administra- 
tion be able to employ its power to 


i act and to make news and capture 
j public attention. 
Public Interest Also 
Well Served by Brevity 


A man -would need to be clairvoy- 


ant to see now which party would 
be the real gainer where the bal- 
•ance of advantage is so even. The 
fact of the matter is, I think, that 
both parties have more to gain 
than to lose by shortening the cam- 
paign, and what is to their com- 
mon advantage is also in the pub- 
lic interest. 


A national campaign four months 


long, especially when it has been 
preceded by five or six months of 
primary campaigning, is too long. 
It is too long a period in which to 
let partisan and factional interests 
dominate the government and the 
public business and the nation's 
life. Politics is necessary. Politi- 
cians are 'necessary. 
Campaigns 


and conventions are necessary. But 
too much, even of a good and nec- 
essary thing, is too much, and such \ 
a prolonged spell of politics is not | 
good and it is not necessary. Par- i

not necessary In a time like this— 
when the American people have 
to make grave decisions, and need 
every ounce of disinterested and 
patriotic attention to the realities 
that can -be found in their public 
men. This unnecessarily prolonged 
campaigning means that for the 
better part of a year every word 
and act of public men is either at- 
tuned to the campaign, or, what is 
just as bad, is believed to be. 


The long campaign is. of course, 


a hangover from an earlier age, be- 
fore the great press services, before 
the radio, the camera, the telephone 
and telegraph, the airplane, motor 
car, and fast railway trains had 
made the face and the voice and the 
opinions of candidates easily known 
throughout the country. 
In those 


days it was necessary for candidates 
to travel about slowly, showing 
themselves to the people, and sub- 
mitting themselves and their wives 
to a face-to-face inspection. 
. But today any one who is likely to 
be considered for President has 
been seen and heard in so many 
places and by so many people that 
there is little to be gotten out of the 
long tours with ten speeches a day 
from the rear end of a train except 
laryngitis and indigestion. And even 
if this sort of campaigning is still 
advisable, it can be done by fast 
train and airplane in two months 
just as well as .in four. 
The Longer The Campaign 
• 


The Worse The Speeches 


A shorter campaign is necessary 


also because no candidate can think 
of enough things to say to make 
more than eight or ten speeches. 
That, as a matter of fact, is a lot of 
speeches. In the old days he could 
make the same speech over and over 
again because in each new town it 
sounded like a new speech. 
But 


nowadays nearly everybody hears 
or reads his speech at the same time, 
and then the poor man and his 
brains trust go through agony try- 
ing to invent a new speech or re- 
write the old one. 
The result is) 


generally, that as time goes on, the 
speeches become worse and worse. 
And in the last month of the cam- 
paign the intellectual level sinks to 
a point where honest men say that 
they are able to vote for their can? 
didate only by not listening to what 
he and his campaigners have gotten 
down to saying. 


Thiis. it is an established rule that 


the election is set about a month 
before it takes place, and this rule 
tends to become more and more ab- 
solute as the straw votes become 
more and more accurate. The real 
campaign is over by the end of Sep- 
tember, and after that the 
only 


votes that are changed are the bad 
votes of those who are gullible to 
whispering campaigns 
and stunts 


and scares. So it would be better to 
shorten the campaigning to the few 
weeks which are all that is needed 
for presenting and discussing the is- 
sues. This would save everybody

SHOOT OR GIVE UP THE GUN 
Governor Julius Heil, it appears, is 


running into trouble with his plan to avoid 
a special session of the legislature to raise 
more money by the expedient of juggling 
state funds and deferring state obligations. 
Several cities, with the encouragement 
and advice of the League of Wisconsin 
Municipalities, are reported to be ready to 
go to court to force payment of their 
share of state highway taxes on the date 
due. A contractor has asked the supreme 
court 10 rule on the propriety- and legality 
of the governor's use of highway receipts 
in his budget-balancing scheme. 


We appreciate fully the embarassing 


financial problem which has faced the 
governor of the state during the year. 
But we know also that cities which have 
made up their budgets for the year in 
anticipation of receiving highway taxes 
which the law says they shall receive, 
which are due them by virtue of a bargain 
made when the legislature repealed the 
personal property tax on autos, will be 
equally embarassed when they are not 
forthcoming.

-person who tries to unravel capital finan- 
cial statements, even if it escaped the 
1939 legislature, that the new adminis- 
tration had the choice of two possible al- 
ternatives when it assumed power: It 
could reduce the cost of state govern- 
ment to the 1930 level, for example, or, 
failing that, it could face the facts of the 
situation honestly and squarely and enact 
new taxes.

But 
1h -• high school teachers should not 
be blamed for the present domina- 
tion by colleges and universities. 


A Housecleaninr In Education 
The most effective place for a 


housecleaning in education would 
be by the members of the state 
legislature, who control our educa- 
tional system and direct the state 
universities. 


If the state legislatures insisted 


that our state universities removti 
the obsolete requirements concern- 
ing collge entrance, then our high 
rchools would immediately be free 
to revamp their currieulums to meet 
current social needs. 
- High school students could then 
ir-ke courses in business law, in ad- 
vertising and selling, in personal- 
ity development, applied psychol- 
ogy, marriage problems, the art of 
being an interesting conversation- 
plist, sound*sex hygiene and the 
numerous other subjects which they 
will nred every year of their lives. 


I* isn't a matter of whether geom- 


etry or Latin are good or bad sub- 
jects. They are both good fields of 
study, but are they as good and 
practical as other courses, such as 
those mentioned above. They are 
NOT. 


Proper College Entrance 


Requirements 


There are only three college en- 


trance requirements 
we should 


maintain in America. First, the stu- 
dents should be of a certain mini- 
mum age, as 17 or 18, so the col- 
leges wouldn't compete with the 
high schools. 


Second, the students should be 


able to read English with facility. 
Third, they should pass a general 
intelligence test with a score which 
would guarantee their ability to 
keep up with their college class- 
mates in mental alertness. 


The majority of high school stu- 


dents do not go to college, so why 
waste good money and time teach- 
ing them how to pass foolish en- 
trance requirements? They should 
be taught how to face the prob- 
lems of real life successfully. If 
you think as I do about this, write 
for my bulletin on "A HOUSE- 
CLEANING IN EDUCATION," and 
then urge your state legislators ac- 
cordingly.

Valuable Additions 


To Stamp Collections 


Mcnasha—Christmas seals have 


become as great a stamp collectors* 
item as the special postage stamp is- 
sues of the United States govern- 
ment, according to A. J. Armstrong, 
chairman of the Menasha Health 
council which conducts the annual 
seal sale. 


> Collectors now arc adding the 
1939 stamps to their collections. To 
have a complete set of seals a per- 
son would have to have 39 stamps, 
although this is only the thirty- 
third national sale, Mr. Armstrong 
Mid. There were two designs issued 
in 1907 and four in 1913, bringing 
the total to 39. One variety of the 
1913 seal is worth $15 per copy in 
collectors' catalogues. 


Until 1919 the annual seal sale 


was conducted by the American 
Red Cross. In that year the Nation- 
al Tuberculosis association assisted 
with the campaign and both the em- 
blem of the Red Cross and the dou- 
ble-barred cross appeared on the 
seal. Since that year the stamps 
have carried the double-barred cross 
only. The first seals -were issued in 
1907. 


A feature of the 1939 seal is the 


four center slogan seals in each 
sheet which emphasize the 1939 slo- 
gan. "Protect your home from tu- 
berculosis."

other circuit. Because the casual reader has nothing else except the scores 
appearing in the newspaper on which to base his judgment, a loop com- 
posed of dubs with large handicaps may look better than a scratch league

keen and fair competition. In the matter of individual counts, how- 
ever, tve hope every league in Appleton will adopt the system of re- ' 
cording- net scores so that all bowlers will be on a uniform compara- 
tive basis when the accounts appear in the newspaper.

Roosevelt is giving the plight of Finland bis personal attention to a spe- 
cial degree, handling it almost as his own secretary of state. 


Seldom has a foreign event so stirred his personal interest and sympi« * 


thy. Some time ago, when the threat of a nazi invasion hung over Holland. * 
Mr. Roosevelt was active personally behind the scenes; '-^ 
enough is known about that to suggest that his in- 
terest may have had something to do with the col- 
lapse of that threat.

last year 
and 


would be entitled next June to per- 
manent tenure at $2,600 a year. Dur- 
ing the last basketball season he 
refereed games at the school where 
he taught for $4.50 per game. At 
the close of the season he filed a 
claim for benefits but the city de- 
nied it. 


Although Jankowski notified the 


city he would not appeal, the in- 
dustrial commission appointed an 
appeal tribunal and later held he 
was entitled to SI 5 benefits. 
The 


city filed an action for review 
in circuit court. 


Judge Reis said Jankowski was 


a full time employe and the priv- 
ilege of over-time pay for ref- 
eree work did not "perpetuate it- 
self " 


He said the teacher was never 


unemployed and his annual salarv 
excluded him from benefits "re~- 
gardless of what he did with his 
spare time."

With Soviet Union

States today that Finland is "ready 
to negotiate the demands of Soviet 
Russia to the utmost limit with- 
out violating our independence, or 
policy of neutrality." 


But, Tie declared, the Finns are 


determined to defend their liberty 
and independence. 


A Finnish spokesman arid ht 


could not deny a report that SjM 
Erkko, foreign minister during th* 
long negotiations with Moscow, 
was enroute to Stockholm to be* 
come Finnish minister to Sweden. 


Juhu Kusti, Paasikivi, chief of 


the Finnish delegations to Moscow 
and now Finland's minister to 
Stockholm, was reported on his 
way again to the Russian capital 
This, however, was not confirmed 
officially. 


Three German steamers took 


aboard Germans, Italians, Russians 
and Estonians fleeing Helsinki last 
night and sailed today. 


Deny Using Gas 


Russian charges that Finland was 


using gas at the front provoked a 
government spokesman to suggest 
that they might be planning "to 
take this as an excuse for using 
gas themselves." 


Because of the fear of renewed 


attacks on this city, the exodus of 
civilians was speeded 
yesterday 


when long lines of sad-faced Fin- 
nish women and children moved 
into the rocky interior. 


"Helsinki has been evacuated to

EARNED DAILY BREAD 


On the southern coast of England 


in Portsmouth, an important sea- 
port and the home of more than 
a quarter of a million people. - 
, 


One hundred and twenty" years 


ago, 
John Dickens and his family 


lived in a suburb of Portsmouth. 
Mr. Dickens was a clerk, and earn- 
ed enough -money to take care of 
his wife and children.

Among the children was a seven- 


year-old boy, Charles Dickens. He 
had learned a little about the art 
of reading, having been taught by 
his mother. 


In those days, schools were not 


free. If parents knew how to read 
and write, they might teach their 
children. If they could afford to 
pay for teaching, their children 
might be sent to a schooL 
. By and by, little Charles was 
entered in a schooL He took great 
interest in his studies, and made 
better progress than most of the 
other pupils. 


Then came a blow to the family. 


Mr. Dickens lost his job. Moving 
to London, he tried to earn a living 
in different work, but had little 
success. 


Things went from bad to worse, 


with debts piling tip which Mr. 
Dickens could not pay. Then came 
the dreadful time. when officers of 
the law put him under arrest. He 
was taken to prison, to stay until 
his debts were paid. 


"With his father in prison, 11- 


year-old Charles was set to work. 
A distant cousin owned a "black- 
ing factory" in London, and the lad 
worked there day after day, earn- 
ing six shillings a week, or about 
a dollar and half in our money. 


Charles was provided with a 


room in a lodging house. He did 
not know who paid his rent. As 
to his meals, he had to buy them 
with his six shillings. 


For breakfast he usually had "a 


penny cottage loaf and a penny- 
worth of milk." In the evening he 
ate bread and cheese in his own 
room. Between thise meals, he 
bought coffee, sweets and "a slice 
of pudding" when his, money made 
it possible. 


At the blacking factory, Charles 


covered jars of blacking with oil 
paper and blue paper, then pasted 
printed labels on them. He treated 
thousands of jars in this way as the 
months went by. 


There were other boys at the fac- 


tory, half a dozen of them. One 
was Bob Fagin, an orphan, who 
proved quite friendly. Later Bob 
was to be named as a character in 
a book called "Oliver Twist"
